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CLIMATIC DISEASES 


How to Prevent and 
How to Cure Them. 


We now recognize two sources of disease over 
which as yet we have no control. ! 

First. The sudden and extreme changes of 
temperature so common to our climate, often 
varying in this region from twenty to forty de- 
grees inside of an hour’s time.

Proceedings of the Labor Congress at 
Cleveland. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov., 23—The Labor Con- 
gress today went over a good deal of ground, 
but transacted little business that will benefit 
their fellow-workmen or trades-unions in 
general. Boycotting, which in this independ- 
ent country usually reacts onthe boycotters, 
was adopted as one of the Institutions of the 
congress. Grinnell of Detroit, offered a res- 
olution that the present system of land ten- 
ure in Americais detrimental to the interests 
of wage workers, and. suggesting that some 
system be adopted that will guarantee to all 
an éguitable share in the National resources 
of the land. Grinnell denied that land controls 
wages, but claimed wages contro! land and 
everything else. High wages bring about 
labor-saving machinery, and every introduc- 
tion of that Kind means cheaper articles for 
the working classes. It is not the ownership 
of the land that is to be fought, but the doings 
of capitalists. His communistic motion and 
speech were strongly opposed and easily de- 
feated.

It is a sight fit for the gods, so to speak— 
the fat-stock show at the Exposition Build- 
ing. It costs from 50 cents to $1 to see Josh 
Whitcomb, while it costs only a quarter 
of a dollar to see 300 of the monarchs 
of the fields and stalls of the West. Fat 
cattle, fat sheep, fat hogs, fat poultry 
—they stand in rows chewing the cud of 
contentment, or lie sleeping peacefully, 
tucked away in their clean straw beds. 
There are no lean and hungry Cassiuses 
among them; they are all good-natured; 
their great, kindly eyes stare at the visitors 
in wonder sometimes, but never in fear. 
Prod them as much as you will, still they 
stand and chew the cud or munch their food. 
Monarchs they are indeed. Yearlings 
weigh three-quarters of a ton, %-year- 
olds a ton, Syear-olds a ton and a 
half, and 4year-olds stagger with fat as 
they try to tip the scale at two tons. In the 
language of Seripture, their cheeks stick 
out with fatness. As they stare at visitors 
visitors stare at their huge proportions with 
wide-eyed wonder and think of mammoth 
roasts and delicious, juicy steeks two inches 
thick. 

Yonder hangs one of the monsters dressed 
for the market—it looks more like the carcass 
of an elephant. Here are scores of Oxtord

THE LEGAL-TENDER QUESTION. 

The New York Times returns to the dis- 
cussion of the legal-tender question. The 
first step in the program which it represents 
is to procure from the Supreme Court a de- 
cision declaring an act of Congress of 1878 to 
be unconstituvonal. This act arrested the 
process of retiring, canceling, and destroy- 
ing legal-tender notes till the total issue 
thereof stiould not exceed $300,000,000, which 
was enjoined upgn the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury by the Resumption act passed in 1878. 
The next step would be to repeal the Legal- 
Tender act altogether, and thus deprive the 
Government notes of their present debt-pay- 
ing function. The next in order would be to 
stop the coinage of the standard silver dol- 
lars, and finally demonetize silver altogether, 
as was once accomplisned by deception. The 
result of guch a policy would be to contract 
the debt-paying money of the United States 
to the insufficient supply of gold alone, there- 
by enhan¢ing the value of all bonds, mort- 
gages, and evidences of indebtedness in pro- 
portion to the increased difficulty of obtain- 
ing the only kind of money that would be 
legal for the tender of payment. 

Tux Tuipune has already pointed out the 
fallacy ot treating the act of 1878 as unconsti- 
tutional. The Supreme Court had sustained 
the constitutionality of the legal-tender fune- 
tion giveh tu greenbacks in the War emer- 
gency. ‘The aggregate amount of such issue 
was limited by the sum fixed upon during 
the emergency, but the retirement and dan- 
cellation of the outstanding legal-tenders was 
left to Congress. In 1875 Congress deter- 
mined that a certain proportion ef the legal- 
tender notes shonid be retired and destroyed 
under certain conditions, but subsequently 
(in 1878) deereéd that the reduction in the 
volume should stop where it was. The juris- 
diction of Congress was exercised as proper- 
ly in one case as it was in the other; if hot, 
then Congress had no jurisdiction at ail, and 
every reigsue of a legal-tender note after 
it had come back into the ‘hands of the 
Government has been a vlolation of the 
Constitution. Tp this reasoning the Times 
does hot attempt to make any answer. 80

The Times is very much concerned lest 
Tue /TRipuyeg shall fall into some radical. 
error concerning the nature of money, and 
confuse the evidences of debt, serving the 
purposes of money, with the real article. It 
is scarcely necessary to enter into the tech- 
nical or school distinctions between specie. 
money and Government notes serving as 
money. It is sufficient for the diseussion of 
the legal-tender questien. to remember that 
the greenbacks of teday form a constitution- 
al curreney, receivab 
able tor all debts, public and private (the Na- 
tional bonds being expiicitiy excepted), re- 
deemable in coin on demand and accepted 
the world over at their face value. Under 
these conditions the greenbacks perform all 
the functions of money: The Times and the 
particular clique which it represents in this 
controversy would have the essential func- 
tion of debt-paying withdrawn from the 
greenbacks, which would reduce the legal- 
tender resources of the people literally to the 
extent of the outstanding areenbacks, but 
actually toa mueh greater extent in case of 
stringency, because of the public sense of an 
insufficieney of available resources for meet- 
ing obligations. This is reason enough for 
the popular opposition to the repeal of the 
Legal-Tender act without going into a dis- 
cussion of hair-splitting distinctions between 
money as defined in the books and as debt- 
paying currency. 

The newspaper organs of that class which 
would repeal the Legal-Tender act neglect 
persistently to explain why the United States 
alone of all the commercial nations of the 
world should be deprived of the authority 
to maintain a legal-tender eurrency, re 
deemable in specie on uemand. If Great 
Britain ean afford to confer the legal-tender 
function upon the notes of a banking institu- 
tion, and even withdraw from them the obli- 
gation of redemption in specie in time ofstrin- 
gency, and if France, Germany, and all the 
other nations of Europe can risk the same 
policy in some form or other, it is certainly 
not extra hazardous for the United States to 
maintain a limited legal-tender fund in its 
own notes. This fund cannot be enlarged 
at the discretion of Congress. It is confined 
within the limit established during the emer- 
gency which brought it inte being. Other 
Governments have and exereise the right to 


create a legal-tender fund at their pleasure, 


and consequently may destroy such issue or 
withdraw the legal-tender function serenely 
in the knowledge of full power to renew it 
whenever the necessity shall appear. But the 
powers of Congress are limited. The de- 
struction of the legal-tender property at- 
tached to the greenbacks now would leave 
Congress powerless to restore it except in 
the event of another war and the driving of 
the Government itself to the last extremities. 
The needs of the people would not, under 
the prevailing construction of the Constitu- 
tion, warrant a new issue of legal-tender 
notes. Nobody knows this better than those 
who seek the demonetization of greenbacks. 
It is their aim and purpose to take advantage 
of the necessities of the people in case of 
monetary stringency, and it is to that end 
thby desire the debt-paying fund reduced to 
gold alone, which would enhance all the evi- 
dences of debt they hold to the extent that 


| thé payment thereof in scarce money would 


be rendered more difficult hereby. If this is 
not the case, and the greenbacks are to be of 
the same valfie and availability after the re- 
peal of the Legal-Tender act as now, then 
the status may as well be preserved and 
the agita abandoned.

EDUCATING THE BLACKS. 
The Louisville Courter-Journat is a paper 
which is actuated by good impulses, though 
we gricye to say that it usually tires very 
quickly and returns to its old ruts and wal- 
lows in the mire of Bourbonism. Its latest 
impulse is in a noble direction—namely: the 
education of the blacks in Kentucky. By a 
vote of the people of that State last August 
it was decided that the school-money must 
be equally distributed as te the whites and 
blacks. Commenting upon the duties of the 
people in this regard, the Courter-Journal 
Says: 6 
The equalization of the distribution of the 
school money willimprove somewhat the edu- 
cational prospects of the blacks, who fare poor- 
ly as to schools in the country. Were provision 
made through the State, such as has character- 
ized Louisville’s dealing with this question, 
there would not be any ground for complaint on 
the part of the negroes, aut under the Colored- 
School act of 1874 they are certainly justified in 
com pining of an ugiy discrimination. ence - 
forth Kentucky will comply with the Federal 
laws, which she has ignored as to the matter. It 
would be well if she should take the lead of 
al the States suuth of the Ohio in mets her 
educational privileges for whites and biacks as 
abundant and beneficent as they are in Penn- 
syivania or Connecticut or Massachusetts. Ken- 
tucky neglects the education of her pupil chil 


dren of both races at der peril. There should 
not be truant children in the state; nor 
should it possible for sueh reports as the fol- 


lowing to be sent by Commissioners from the 
eounties to the Superintendent. 


These reports show a most lamentable de- 
ficiency, not alone in the educational facili- 
ties for the blacks, but for the whites also; 
indeed, it is difficult to say which of the two 
races is tn the most wretched condition. 
More than one-half the school-houses are 
unfit for occupancy. The attendance is very 
small. The teachers are very poor, as might 
be expected wien they receive about an 
average of $20 per month, and are employed 
only five months in the year. The people 
are unwilling to tax themselves suificiently 
to secure good sehuel-houses and teachers, 
and this condition of things, says the Cowrier- 
Journal, exists in a majority of the counties. 
It is hopeful for the future, however, and 
thinks thatin ten years there will be a very 
different condition of things in Kentucky, as 
there will be new elements in the popula- 
tion which will demand well-taught common 
schools. It appeals to Kentuckians to cease 
their aversion to self-taxation for school pur- 
poses, and to regard the danger that exists 
in an army of 150,000 truant pupils. 

The position assumed by the Courter Jour. 
mal with regard to education is not confined 
to Kentucky. There appears to be a general 
awakening in the South with regard to its 
importance, and a disposition to do justice te 
the blacks, tardy though it be. The Atlanta 
Constitution, a paper of great influence in 
Georgia, for instance, strongly demands that 
the growing generation of blacks must be ed- 
ucated and have as good a start in life as 
the whites, and urges the Legislature to pass 
a general law authorizing towns and coun- 
ties to raise money by local taxation, and to 
so increase the public fund that the school 
year can be extended. In Virginia, also, 
there is a very general movement in the same 
direction, though in that State, the mother of 
ignorance, itis likely to meet with opposi- 


tion in high quarters. Indeed, the Richmond 


Whig is already engaged in an animated 
controversy with some clergymen and Pro- 
fessors who take the ground that the educa- 
tion of the masses wil! spoil them as laborers. 
To which the Whig aptly replies that every

THE ADMISSION OF DAKOTA. 

One of the first questions to be considered 
by Congress at the approaching session will 
be the admission of Dakota as a State. En- 
abling bills were prepared by committees of 
both Houses at the last session, but were con- 
sidered by neither. The Democrats opposed 
consideration of the subject for partisan 
reasons, and they were assisted by Senator 
Hale, of Maine, who was overcome by sud- 
den quaims on account of the default of the 
County of Yankton on its bonded debt. 
The difficulty as to the Yankton debt has 
been removed, it is said, during the recess. 
If this be true the Republicans will be able 
to present an unbroken front in both Houses 
in favor of admitting Dakota. . 

The admission of Dakota is no longer a 
question of expediency or partisan advan- 
tage; it is one of simple tight and justice. It 
is notorious that the population of the south- 
ern half of the Territory, to say nothing of 
the whole of it, far exceeds the ratio of rep- 
resentation for a single member of Congress. 
The population of the whole Territory was 
135,000 in 1880, of which about three-quarters 
was in the southern half. The population is 
now at a low estimate 350,000, of which 275, 
000 isin the southern half. The population 
is increasing atthe rate of 60,000 to 75,000 a 
year. Dakota thas nowa larger population 
than Colorado, Delaware, Florida, Nevada, 
Oregon, Rhode Island, Vermont, or New 
Hampshire—eight States of the Union. It 
will have a population of 1,000,000 by the 
time the next census is taken. New Engiand, 
lilinois, Iowa, Indiana, Ohio, Wisconsin, and 
Michigan are pouting their surplus popula- 
tion into the new and fertile Territory, and 
Northern Europe is sending tens of thous- 
ands of Scandinayians and Germans, and 
Canada is sending in a steady stream of 
farmers. Dakota is being covered by a net- 
work of railrogds. ‘owns are springing 
Newspapers, banks, 
churches, schools, and all the usual signs of 
American civilization are abundant. 

The population of Dakota is composed of 
the very best “stock this country has to 
furnish. It is made pp of Puritan New- 
Englanders filtered through the liberal, in- 
dependent, and courageous West, with ‘a 
good infusion of foreign immigrants ac- 
customed to an agricultural life. It is not as 
if the population of Dakota were like that of 
New Mexico, undesirable on its own account. 
The bulk of the Dakotians are American cit- 
izens who have changed their residences 
from one part of the country to another. 
They have never moved out from under the 
American flag. They have American ideas 
of representatiye government. Four-fifths 
of them have probably voted for one or more 
Presidents or candidates for President. They 
have the right to representation in Congress, 
and no party which denies them this right 
need ever expert to get a foothold on the 
soil of Dakota, | . 

We hope that the bill for the admission of 
Dakota will be urged at the approaching 
session on the grounds which we have indi- 
cated. The people of Dakota should de- 
mand admission, not as humble petitioners 
seeking a great boon, but as American citi- 
zens who have the right to representation in 
the body which taxes them, The Territory 
now has population enough to entitle it to 
two members of Congress; all the other new 
States were admitted when they had barely 
sufficient for one member. A demand so 
framed and urged cannot be resisted by any 
Congress which pretends to have respect for 
the fundamental principles of our Govern- 
ment. Dakota must come into the Union, 
and it must come in at once. Every month 
that it is kept oat Is a wrong and injustice to 
the people not anlf of that Territory, but of

FRENCH COLONIES. 
The London Times in an article upon 
French n draws attention to a some- 
what remarkable fact in connection with 
them— namely: that while France is contin- 
ually seeking to extend her colonial area the 
emigration from the mother country to these 
colonies continually diminishes, Not reck- 
oning Algeria and Tunis, her colonies now 
embrace an area of 335,000 square miles, with 
a population roughly estimated at 4,000,000, 
but the total number of Frenchmen, not 
estimating officials at the convict settlements, 
scattered about in the colonies does not 
amount to 2,000.. In Algeria, her greatest 
and most flourishing colony, the same condi- 
tion of things is true to a certain extent. 
Immigration in that colony falls off every 
year. Last January the number of born 


French in the colony was 130,000, but 60,000 of 


these were soldiers and 40,000 civil empleyés 
and their families, so that the number of 


free-born French settlers was but about 


30,000, as against 94,000 Spaniards and 147,686 
subjects of other nations. | 

Commenting) upon this inapitude of

to the American purchasers. Some years ao, 
when Congress repealed the duty on coffee and 
placed it Hu the free list, the Governments of 
Brazil and Cuba raised their export duties on 
coffee some three cents a pound, the result bo- 
ing that coffee remained as dear in this country 
after it had been put on the free list as before 
the duty was removed, and the Government 
lost some $20,000,000 a year of revenue, which 
the Brazilian and Cuban Governments pocketed. 
The duty on tea and coffee was repealed at that 
time dy the high tariffites, under the lead of 
Vermont Morrill and Pig-Iron Kelley, of Pena- 
sylvania, in order to prevent any reduction of 
the duties on manufactured articles. 

About nine-tentus of the sugar consumed in 
the United States is imported, and one-tenth pro- 
duced in this country, chietly in Louisiana. The 
consequence is that the Government receives 


nine-tenths of all the tax levied on the consum- 


ers, and the Louisiana sugar-pianters only get 
one-tenth of the impost. The three or four 
cents a pound levied on imported sugar yields 
the Government 50 millions a year, and the pro- 
tection resulting from this tax gives the Louisi- 


ana sugar- growers about five millions of bounty | 


out of the consumers, and therefore Louisiana 
fights fiercely for the retention of the import 
duties on saccharine, and threatens the protec- 
tion ists to join the free-traders if the sugar tax 
is repealed. 

But there are other tariff taxes which oppress 
the peopie far worse than the sugar duties, and 
only a small per cent of which find their way 
into the National Treasury. Take clothing of 
all kinds, for example, on which the tariff wil! 
uverage over 50 per cent. We. include silk, 
woolen, cotton, linen, and mixed iabrics. About 
100 millions of dollars“ worth are annually im- 
ported from Europe, from whieh the Govera- 
ment derives a revenue of, say, 50 millions a 
year, or something like the same amount as 
from the sugar duties. This 50 percent duty 
enhances the cost of the 100 millions of import- 
ed elothing fabrics to 150 millions to the con- 
sumer, plus the middlemen's profits, which will 
add 20 or 80 per cent more. 

The imported clothing etuffs do not exceed 
one-tenth ot the total clothing boueht and worn 
by the whole 53 millions of American people, 
the foreign wholesale price of which would be 
measured by, say, 1,000 millions of dollars. Ail 
this mighty mass of domestic-made goods ig en- 
hanced to the purchasers by the amount of the 
duties levied on all kinds of wearing appareil. 
which averages 50 per cent; the aggregate of 
which enhancement is 500 millions of dollars. 
That is to say, a bounty of 500 millions a year is 
paid by the American people to those engaged 
in manufacturing the various stuffs-used for 
clothing in this country. Now,if sugar were 
placed on the free list the Government would 
lose 50 millions of revenue, and the Louisiana 
cane-growers five millions of bounty, 
whereas if the tariff was removed from all fab- 
rics from which wearing apparel is made the 
Government would also lose 50 millions of reve- 
nue, but the protected fabricants of clothing 
would lose the 500 millions of bounty which they 
now collect in extra priee for the clothes of the 
American people. These figures will afford 
some idea of the strength of the protected in- 
terests which are preying on the earnings and 
substance of the people, and they will also ex- 
plain why Pig-Iron Keiley & Co, are clamoring 
so loudly for free whisky for the benefit of 
“poor men.” They know if the whisky tax is 
taken off the bounties their clients collect on 
clothing, carpets, bardware, crockery, iron, and 
other necessaries of life will not be apt to be 
disturbed, but that the robbery will continue in- 
definitly. Hence their howls for free whisky.

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A Number of Leading Western Roads 
Fait to Sign the New Theatrical 
Agreement, and Therefore it Cannot 
Be Put iato Kifect at Present. 

The new theatrical agreement adopted at the 
late meeting of the Western Association of Gen- 
eral Passenger and Ticket Agents at Louisville.

necessary to insure its success. It would seem 
no more than fair that in the meantime lines in 
the agreement shduid have the right to meet the 
competition of lines outside of it.” |

A New System of Lighting BRaillway 
Cars with Gas. 

There rolled into the Union depot at Mad 
street bridge yesterday morning, from Cinagin- 
nati, an almost brand new day-coach of the New 
York Lake Erie & Western Railroad, It con- 
tuined no passengers, and the depot attachés, 
accustomed as they are to the frequent arrival 
of foreign cars, expressed considerable curiosity 
over the advent of the stranger. In the evening 
their curiosity was satisfied, for the car was 
brilliantly lit up, and during two hours was vis- 
ited by a number of railway officials and master 
mechanics. The system of lighting adopted is 
that known as the Pintsch patent. The mate- 
rial used ig a rich on to manufactured 
from crude petroleum. Underneath the coach, 
between the two trucks, are two boiler-like 
tanks, % feet long by 2% # inches 
diameter. Into these tanks the gas was 
forced at the works of the Erie Company, Jer- 
sey City, Until the gage showed a pressure of 
about 150 pounds to the square inch. At one 
end of the car, almost under the toilet-room, 
was located a regulator, which, by an ingenious 
and yet simple use of an ordinary diaphragm, 
permitted an easy and unvarying flow of the 
gas from the tanks to the consumptioa- pipe, 
under what gas engineers denominate “one and 
oue-halt inches of water.“ The consumption- 
pipe entered the car in the toilet-room, and 
thence was laid in the centre of the deck ceiling, 
concealed from sight as are the gas pipes ina 
private residence. The car was lighted with 
four duplex burners and in the centre a “sun- 
burner’’—there ing in the tollet-room an or- 
dinary single jet. The light was of a yellowish 
white, very clear and soft, and pleasing to the 
eye. It apparently possessed a great dif- 
fusive power, for at every point in the 
car it was possiliie to read with greatest 
ease the solid nonpariel” and “agate” of Tun 
TRIBUNE. After having made an inspection of 
the light and the machinery, the reporter asked 
Mr. Humpbreys, the engineer ot the Pintsch 
Company, wo has charge of the car. a few per- 
tinent questions regarding the costof the gas 
and its application. He stated that ordinary 
gas—that made from coal—was of no use, as un- 
der the enormous pressure required to store a 
sufficient quaatity, its yebt-giving properties 
became greatly reduced, and flame was of a 
sickly blue. This was due to an excess of hy- 
drogen, whereas the gas made from crude pe- 
troleum bad uu increase of carbon, The con- 
sumption of the petroleum gas in the car did 
not exceed about twelve feet per hour for ali the 
burners, which was an average of a fraction 
less than one fpot r hour for each burn- 
er. He sonsidered t one foot of petroleum 
gas had a light-producing power equal to that 
of five feet of ordinary gas.

A Lively Contest for the Possession of 
the Indianapolis & Evansville Straight 


Line.

VIncEeNNEsS, Ind., Nov. 23.—There has been 
considerable of a contest waging between the 
Evansville & Terre Haute Railroad and the 
Pennsylvania Railroad for the possession of the 
Indianapolis & Evansville Straight Line, which 
has been dead for months on accountof finan- 
cial embarrassment. The Peaonsyivania Com- 
pany ha ve been especially interested because this 
new road would extend their Indianapolis & 
Vincennes Railroad down to Evansville, and 
give them a direct route to the South, The 
Evansville & Terre Haute Railroad does not 
want a competitive line into Indianapolis from 
Evansville, and consequently are endeavoring 
to prevent the Pennsylvania Company from 
gaining possession of the straight line. But it 
seems that the Pennsylvania Koad has won the 
day, and it is now only a matter of time until 
that corporation takes possession and builds the 
road. The Pennsylvania Road will only be com- 
pelled to build twelve miles of track from 
W asbington, in Daviess County, to Edwardsport, 
in Knox County, where the road will join the 
Indianapolis & Vincennes, and give it a direct 
route into the union depot at Indianapolis. The 
Pennsylvania road own the Indianapolis & Vin- 
cennes. Mr. Hervey, President of the Straight 
Line, sold $100,000 worth of stock to Mr. William 
Burkham, a capitalist of New York, 
who was made President, but now it 
is rumored that Mr. Burkbam has re- 
signed the Presidency, and the Fennsyivania 
road bas purchased For many months there 
has been a budget of steel rails belonging to tne 
Straight Line on which there was a Government 
duty of $86,782, which necessarily must sbortiy 
be liquidated. Necessitating immediate acdon, 
a strong effort has been made to sell the Straight 
Line to the best advantage. in lieu of the pur- 
chase by the Pennsylvania Company of the 
Straight Line, Mr. R. G. Hervey, or the latter 
road, has addressed the following letter or prop- 
osition to the citizens along the line of the dead 
road. He says:

MANCHESTER MARTYRS. 


Anniversary of the Death of Allen, 
Larkin, and O’Brien—Selemn High 
Mass. 

The anniversary of the Manchester martyrs, 
Allen, Larkin, and O’Brien, who, Ofteen years 
ago yesterday morning, were hanged in Man- 
chester, England, for releasing Desey and Kelly 
from a prison van, was observed by the Irish 
people of this city last evening by a literary and 
musical éutertainment at the North Side Tur- 
ner-Hall, The attendance was very good, and 
the memory of the dead was appropriately hon- 
orod. 

Soon after 8 o’clock the curtain arose, dis- 
playing a solemn but beautifuiscene. Standing 
in lime about the rear and sides of the stage 
were twenty-two members of the Irish Kifles, in 
full uniform, with reversed arns. In the cen- 
tre of the stage were catafaiques bearing 
three elegantiy- mounted velvet caskets, the 
left of which bore the name Allen,” in the 
centre, “Larkin,” and on the right, * O'Brien.“ 
The wings and back of the stage were tastefully 
draped, and in the centre in large black letters 
was God Save Ireland,“ the prayer of the men 
when they mounted the scaffoid. 

W. J. Hynes, who had been appointed to pre- 
side, stepped to the front of the stage and 
formally anoounced the purpose of the gather-

FENNIMORE. 


A Conspiracy to Procure the Pardon of 


a Notorious Criminal in Kansas. 


LAWRENCE, Kas., Nov. 23.—One of the 


parties who became notorious in the Bause- 


man murder, which resulted in the hanging 
of three negroes from the bridge here, came 


near getting his freedom from justice today. 
A young law student who has for some time 
acted as a correspondent for the Kansas 
City Journal wrote to Gov. St. John on a 
letter-head of the Hon. S. O. Thatcher, as a 
correspondent of the Journal, that B. F. 
Fennimore, now confined in the county jail, 
was a reputable citizen and a business-man; 
had never been accused of any previous 
crime: was convicted only on the testimony 
of two disreputable persons now in the 
penitentiary; that they had since con- 
fessed they had perjured themselves 


This young man and others recommended 
Fennimore as a fit subject for Executive 
clemency. Gov. St. John wrote a pardon 


but as a matter of caution sent to Sheriff 


Asher before its legal issuance. The Sheri 
explained the matter to the Governor, and 
the pardon was revoked. It is not thought 
this young student is an accomplice of Fen- 
nimore, but that he is a tool of unscrupulous 
men. Fennimore is a most dangerous crimi- 
nal, was convicted of murder in Indiana, and 
sentenced to ten years in the penitentiary. 
He broke jail, and is supposed to have been 
aleader in several crimes here and else- 
where, and it would have terrorized the com- 
munity to have had him again at large. 

Kawsas City, Mo., Nov, 23.—The proprie- 
tors of the Kansas City Journal state that 
the parson at Lawrence, Kas., who petitioned 
Gov. St. John for the pardon of B. F. Fenni- 
more, now confined in the Lawrence jail, is 
not, and never was, the correspondent of the 
Journal.

WHISKIES IN BOND--AN EFFORT TO EXTEND 
THE TIME. 


The Executive Committee of the Western Ex- 
port (Distillers’) Association was called to meet 
yesterday at the Grand Pacific to consider the 
matter of pushing a bill before Congress for the 
extension of the bonded period for whiskies and 
spirits. Heretofvre the Kentucky distillers have 
declined to come into the association, but they 
have finally consented to codperate. There 
were present at the meeting Philip Zell. Adolph 
Wooiner, John Francis, and W. H. Corning, Pe- 
oria; P. lier, Omaha; H. H. Shufeidt, Jonathan 
Abel, P. H. Rice, and Dr. Rush, Chicago; H. B. 
Miller, Riverton. For the Kentuckians there 
were present John Callahan and Thomas Shirley, 
Louisville; E. H. 7 Frankfort; T. J. Me- 
Gibbon, Cynthiana; J. D. White, Paris, Ky. 

The matter of a reduction in the tax on 
whisky was discussed, and some favored it. A 
few wanted ail taxes removed, so as to get rid of 
all Government surveillance. This was some- 
thing they didn’t want to get in the press, be- 
cause a discussion of the whisky tax, or a pro- 
posed reduction, unsettles the market. 

They adopted a resolution to the effect that in 
order to relieve the overproduction in Ken- 
tucky, Pennsylvania, and Maryland, Congress be 
asked to pass an unlimited bonded period bill, 
80 that the liquors can be taken out ut any time 
after three years. If this measure cannot be ob- 
tained they are willing to accept seven or five 
years as the limit, dut want more than three 
years any way. Dr. Rush was delegated to go 
to Washington to represent the association, and 
be will have assistance and coupsel whenever 
they are found necessary. 

THE STARCH MANUFACTURERS. 

The National Starch Company concluded its 
labors at the Grand Pacific yesterday. The 
members of tne company insist that it is an 
error to suppose that they are endeavoring to 
or that they will create an onerous monopoly. 
What they desire to do is only to protect them- 
selves and to reduce their expenses and prevent 
overproduction. They insist that, while a rise 
of a quarter of a cent a pound in starch would 
not make a difference of 20 cents a year to the 
average family, they do not intend to raise the 

rice at all, but,on the contrary, to lower it.

In 
this way the new company proposes to make 
money, and all the members of the concern in- 
sist that the price of starch will be lower. but 
that the public may rest assured that there will 
be no raise. They are anxious to have this fact 
go forward to the people, because heretofore 
ail combinations bave been formed to raise and 
not lower prices. .

CITY FINANCES. 
TO REMEDY LOW VALUATIONS OF 
PROPERTY. 

The Committee on Local Assessments dis- 
cussed informally the report of the Controller 
in reference to the low valuations of real and 
personal property. 

Ald. Aitpeter said ‘the city had ample means 
to raise all the money needed if it would only 
use them. 

Ald. Dixon stated that Chicago now paid one- 
fifth of the taxes raised in the State, and the 
people would beat any Assessor who ran on the 
platform of an increased vaiuation. Sewers, 
pavements, etc., could be secured by special as- 
sesements. A member ef the State Board of 
Equalization had told him that the city could not 
heip herself, because the counties throughout 
the State, which were benefited by the present 
law. would not submittoa change. The only 
remedy he saw wastodo away with the 2 per 
cent limitation. 

Ald. Meier thougbt Assessors who would do 
their duty ought to beelected. The Legisiature 
should be memorialized by the Council to re- 
move the limitation. Then tne city could raise 
all the money she needed, and the outside 
counties couldn't find fault. The system of as- 
sessing all railroad property as right of way was 
a farce, and ought to be done away with and a 
new one adopted which would require the com- 
panics to pay their fair share of the taxes. 

It was very evident that the three gentiomen 
couldn't suggest a remedy, so they decided to 
reter the matter to the Controller and Corpora- 
tion Counsel, with directigns to make a recom- 
mendation which would put money into the 
treasury. 


HOW 


CONTROLLER GURNEY 
has asked the Council to issue an order requir- 
ing the various city departments to make out a 
detailed statement of the amountof money they 
will need, to be ready the first week in January, 
so that it may be laid before the Council then, 
and give that body ample time to deliberate. 
The valuation of real-estate and personal prop- 
oe is $125,360,736, which, at 2 per cent, will 
yield $2,507,214. To that may be added $350,000 
from licenses, etc., so there will be $2,857,000, 
which is the limit of the city’s in- 
come for general purposes, less the expense 
of collection and the amount ot unpaid taxes. 
The amount of money actuaily at the disposal 
of the city for 1883 will be less than that which it 
had in 1882. because there will be no savings this 
year, while last year there was $150,000 over, 
$50,000 of which came from the Gage estate. In 
view of this deficiency the Controller believes 
that, while the City-Hall should be completed, 
the city offices showld be kept where they are 
rather than spend money in building which is 
absolutely needed in other directions. Street- 
cleaning and sewerage-extension are, he thinks, 
absolutely necessary, and whatever money there 
is available should be expended on them rather 
than on the new city building. He has not yet 
spoken to any member of the Legislature about 
granting the city power to impose licenses upon 
professions, but, uniess something of that kind 
is done, the city will, he thinks, be seriously 
crippled during the ensuing year. | 


FREE RELIGION. 
MEETING OF THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION 

-—~A DDRESSES BY PRESIDENT POTTER AND

The Free Religious Association began upon a 
two days’ convention last evening in Hershey 
Hall. About eighty ladies and gentlemen were 
present. Judge Henry Booth welcomed the as- 
sociation and announced the program and 
names of speakers who would participate in the 
convention. 

Judge Booth said that in most of the coun- 
tries in Curistendom the name of the associa- 
tion would be sufficient to close all doors against 
it.

Our police force is inadequate. It is not neariy 
large enough. We have a city of souls, 
and Jam toid that there is at no one time, and 
that with the present number of the. police 
force there cannot be at 8 time, on service 
to exceed 250 policemen. mpared with other 
cities this is grossly in uate, and I conceive 
it to be one of our first duties to take some steps 
1 increasing the number of the force. 

t there is still another difficulty, not charge- 
able to the City Government, but which it is en- 
tirely proper here to consider. 

Crime is not punished in the City of Chicagoas 
itshould be punished; and in saying this, in 
order that I may not be at all misapprebended 
or misunderstood, I wish tosay thatin no sense 
is that chargeable upon the courts, nor, so far as 
lam pre to suy, upon the Officers of the 
courts. first great difficulty ia the punish- 
ment of crime in Chicago is in the character of 
the juries in our State courts. These have been, 
notoriously unfit men, and, to a certain extent, 
are still so. The whole public cries out against 
the general character of men who sit upon our 
juries, who are called upon to hear and to de- 
cide upon the trial of criminal cases before 
them, and the inquiry is made, “Cannot some 
relief be found?” The evils growing out of our 
corrupt, and packed, and ignorant juries have 
become so great as to lead many to 

DENOUNCE THE ENTIRE JURY SYSTEM, 
and to demand its repeal. I think thie demand 
is unwise, and utterly impracticable and uanec- 
essary. The duty of selecting jurors is de- 
volved by law upon the County oes, 
who are required each year to Make a list of not 
less than one-tenth of legal voters of each 
town or precinct, giving the place of residence 
of each name on the list, to known as the 
jury list. From this list the board are required 
to select a number of persons equal to 10 for 
each trial term of the court; and the persons

AND INCOMPETENT MEN FROM THE 
Box. 

I think every upright member of the County 
Board would agree with me that it would be 
much better to withdraw from that body the 
power of selecting juries and to repose it in 
other hands. No tit, no honest juror would care 
to exercise the privilere of being judge of the 
law as well as the fact, and no unfit or dishonest 
juror ever ought to have the op unity. The 
trial and punishment of criminais in this coun- 
ty is frequently delayed and indetinitiy post- 
poned by the r applications for 
changes of venue. applications, based 
upon affidavit, are made without the slightest 
regard to the facts and with a recklessness weil- 
nigh appalling. Where the application is based 
uvon the alleged prejudice of the community 
atftidavits additional to those of the accused are 
required, counter aflidavite may be pro- 
duced, and the court before whom the 
application is made is not altogether heip- 
less; but where the application is based upon 
the alleged prejudice of the — ela the law 
now stands, the court is help and it is 
grossly unfair to criticise the court Or any offi- 
cer of the court for the granting of such an ap- 
plication in such cases. They have no other 
course; if the accused his counsel are 
sufficieatly reckleas to swear that all the Judges 
in Cook County are prejudiced against them, 
the Judge has nothing to do except to helplesiy 
see this piece of perjury go forward to success, 
the case withdrawn from the county, and its 
trial indefinitiy postponed. Here is a point 
where legisiation is needed, and this winter is 
the time to secure such legisiation. 

A VERY LARGE PROPORTION OF THE CRIME 
and want in this city and in all American cities 
is traceable almost directly to drunkenness. 
This is in no sense a temperance lecture, but no 
one can deal with the questions of municipal 
government, or hope to effect any desirabie 
cbanges in such governments, who does not take 
into account the liquor saloon. There are today 
in the City of tcago nearly 4,000 licensed 
saloons. A large number of these are not only 
either in the hands of bad men and women, but 
are frequented and maintained by the thief, the 
gambler, the confideace = ss i the highway- 
man, and the general criminal. What is the 
remedy? I propose to treat this as a business 
question, and am free to say at the outset 
that I do not believe it practicable, even

‘if it were wise, to close up ali the saloons 


and close the retail liquor traffic alto- 
gether; moreover, I do believe it 
either just or fair to treat saloons as all belong- 
ing to the dangerous and unworthy class I have 
named. There are men engaged in the saloof’ 
business in this city who are reputabie, decent, 
and lawabiding citizens, who are interested with 
ali other good citizens in the enforcement of the 
laws, and in all that pertains to good govern- 
ment and the preservation of the public peace 
and order. 

Many of these men will doubtless agree with 

the suggestions I am about to make, and, hav- 
ing no disposition themselves to violate the 
laws, would codperate with all other good diti- 
zens in efforts to enforce the laws. In my judg- 
ment the first step to be taken should be to 
largely reduce the number of the saloons—and 
the reduction in the first instance should be 
largely effected by e revocation of licenses 
issued to and held by Quworthy characters. 
THE RIGHT TO A LICENSE TO SELL LIQUOR 
is nota natural, isalienable, and Heaven- born 
right, and the ordinances provide merely for the 
issuance of such licenses to people of good char- 
acter. Such being the law, the license is in the 
nature ofan indorsement of character by the 
City of Chicago. I will not undertake to say how 
largely the strict enforcement of this ordinance 
would reduce the number of saloons—you can 
estimate as well as Ioan.

one charter—the. propeller Buffalo for 55,000 
bushels of wheat to Buffalo~—was made, ship- 
pers refusing to pay even 2 cents a bushel on 
either wheat orcorn to Lake Erie ports. The 
railroads are now carrying grain to the seaboard 
at rates that completely kills carrying by 


lake, especially when time is considered. The 


gtfain-carrying business, so far as the lake is 
concerned, is practicaily ended so far as this 
season is concerned, and it is not likely that 
more tban a very few cargoes will be sent for- 
ward from this port by water. Nineteen out of 
every twenty grain-carrying vessels arriving at 
this port are being ordered into winter quarters, 
the low freight rates holding out no inducement 
to their owners to continue them in commission. 

The demand for lumber-carrying vessels yea- 
terday was absolutely dead, there being uo in- 
quiry on the part of shippers for vessels to go 
for cargoes for this port. Carrying rates have 
ceased to be quotable, what few carriers that 
are engaged going at rates that are strictly pri- 
vate between shippers and vesselmen. It is not 
likely that many more charters of lumber-car- 
rying vessels will be made this season, and a few 
days will see most, if not all, of the vessels en- 
gaged in thie trade in winter quarters, 

The coarse freight and iron-ore carrying 
trades are finished, and no charters are being 
made at this port. 

There was one or two inquiries at Buffalo yes- 
terday for vessels to load coal for this port, but 
no charters were made, carriers refusing to 
sead their vessels at the present freight rates. 
In fact vesselmen do not want cargoes at any 
price.

LOOSE AND UNSATISFACTORY. 
“What do you think of the law ia regard to

it Ja very io0ed ena exceedingly unsatis- 
factory in every way. Ino the first piace, it re- 
quires that a criminal sent to an asytamn, who 
hus been convicted on a plea of insanity, il 
be retained until manently recovered m 
his insanity. But 
establishing the fact of 42 at is left 
entirely to the discretion of the Superintendent. 
Now this is a serious responsibility fora Super- 
intendent in a case where a man bas committed 
some grave crime. It is pussible the patient 
may have entirely recovered. I think re is 
always a possibility of a recurrence of the mai- 
ady. The pbysician is very unwilling to assume 
this responsibility, and nine times out of ten he 
will. not do-it, but will keep the patient, 
knowing, perhaps, that he may be recovered, 
and, according to the strict letter of the law, 
should be at large. To my mind it is very ques- 
tionable whether au insane person who has 
committed a violent crime should ever be en- 
larged. I have some doubts whether it ie good 
. to throw him back on the community. 

ut if he is tobe enlarged it shouid be upon the 
authorization of a person or persons. who would 
be entirely above any suspicion of collusion, 
and who would be competent judges of his men- 
tal status. I think 

THE MOST SATISFACTORY METHOD 

would be something like that which obtains in 
Massachusetts, where the Governor Ar- a 
commission, consisting of two physicians per- 
haps and one lawyer, who o to an asylum and 
examine the individual, independently or in 
company, and transmit their opinion to the Gov- 
ernor, with whom sbould be and is left the re- 
sponsibility of acting.”’ 

These are some of the points in which the

MILWAUKEE’S MYSTERY. 


The Disappearance of Mrs. Mary Nelson 
Still a Matter of the pest Mystery — 
Description of the Lady.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 28.—Three days 

have passed now since the strange disap- 
pearance of Mrs. Mary Nelson, and the mys- 
tery surrounding that disappearance is not 
solved. The mystery, so far, is fully as great 
as that connected with the disappearance of 
Magazie Hennecke, of whom nothing has 
been heard since her sudden taking 
off, more than four weeks ago. As 
stated in these dispatches yesterday, Mr-. 
Nelson, not feeling well, left her home with 
the avowed intention of calling a physician. 
She told the members of her family that she 
would return in a short time, but, so far as 
known, she has not been seen since she left 
the house. She did not call at the doctor’s, 
and her disappearance was as sudden as 
though the ground had opened and swal- 
lowed her. She is descri as being about 
30 years of age and very prepossessing in 
personal appearance. The following descrip- 
tion has been furnished to the police officers 
to aid them: Dark complexion, dark 
hair, five feet six inches in hignt: 
wore a dark dress, red and white shawl, a 
checked black velvet hat, and a long crepe 
veil. The missing woman’s hysband, in con- 
versation with Tue TRIBUNE Correspondent 
today, stated that there had been no family 
difficulty of any kind; that his wife’s home 
relations were of the most pleasant nature, 
and that he could conceive of no possible mo- 
tive for her departure nor of any reasonable 
explanation that would account for the mys- 
tery now surrounding the case. All sorts of 
stories are told as coming from persons who 
claim to have seen the missing woman, but 
in each case the stories are found to be with- 
out foundation.

This was, however, to be a secondary 
consideration to taking advantage of the preva- 
lent sentiment of the Northwest, so plainly 
manifested in 1864 against the further prosecu- 
tion of the War.
